United: States of Americn did much to 
avonve the interest ef Americans on behalf 
of the Chincac, and it is due partly to 
Morrison's zeal and wisdom that we now 
find a chain of American cduvational in- 
stitutions, ‘beginning at Canton and con- 
tinuing on up to Tigntsin, and others 
established at the riverine ports.
